state-aid provided for in 
the b ill.

The friends of the “one school sys­ 
tem" idea hold that the estab lish­ 
ment of another school system would 
iti-'urr unnecessarily large expendi­ 
ture of money, result in a duplication 
of work, involve fri tion In adm in is­ 
tration and tend ultimately to strati­ 
fy society. 
As the State Teachers 
Association, the Illinois Federation 
of Lab or, Slate Federation of Wo­ 
m en’s club , and other leading or ga n ­ 
izations have placed themselves on 
record as unalterab ly* opposed to the 
two system” b ill and are now solid­ 
ly 'b ehind the “ unit system” b ill, its 
success seems very prob ab le.
